Paris, February 17.—The premier, M. Du- 
puy, has fixed the meeting of the mational 
assembly, or congress, in which the sena- 
tors and deputies unite in voting for a 
president of France, for 1 o'clock tomorrow 
at Versailles.

M. Meline, in spite of the objections of his 
supporters, had withdrawn his candidature 
for the presidency in favor of M. Loubet, 
but again at midnight it was announced 
that M. Meline had definitely accepted the 
candidature for the presidency. 

M. Dupuy declines to enter the presiden- 
tial contest against M. Loubet, but may 
be forced into the race. 

In view of the apparently united support 
of the senate and M. Meline’s withdrawal 
in his favor, it was generally thought this 
afternoon that M. Loubet’s election is al- 


most assured. 
Still Loubet May Not Win. 

Although M. Loubet, possessing the al- 
most unanimous support of the senate, is 
‘so strong a favorite for the presidency, it 
would be rash to predict his election. 

In the election of 1895, when M. Faure 
was chosen, M. Waldeck-Rousseau was an 
almost equally hot favorite; but in the 
first ballot he only obtained 185 votes 
against 314 cast in favor of M. Brisson. 
The precedents, therefore, are unfavorable 
to M. Loubet. 

Furthermore, there is a large section of 
deputies who are strongly in favor of M. 
Meline. When, at the meeting of prog- 
ressive republican deputies today, M. Me- 
line announced his withdrawal on the 
ground that a continuance of his candida- 


tufe would divide his party and perhaps f 


cause its defeat, a noisy discussion fol- 
lowed. A large section firmly opposed the 
withdrawal. Unable to arrive at a unan- 
imous decision, the group adjourned un- 
til tonight, when it assembled at 9:30. Res- 
olutions were then adopted unanimously in 
favor of M. Meline’s candidature and the 
leaders of the party in the chamber were 
directed to endeavor to arrange an under- 
“standing on the eubject with its leaders 
in the senate.

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SENATOR MORGAN'S NICARAGUA CANAL

Washington, February 17.—The senate committee on commerce decided — 
today to put the Morgan Nicaragua canal bill on the river and harbor bill. 

The action of the committee was preceded by a brief argument by 
Senator Morgan, in which he went over the general grounds favorable to 
He controverted the opinion that the addi-

Paris, February 17.—(Copyrighted by the 
Associated Press.)—Everything is very quict 
in Paris tonight.

BRYAN AT GRAND RAPIDS. 


NEBRASKAN SPEAKS UNDER AUS- 
PICES OF DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 


Declares McKinley Says Worse Things 
About His Own Party Than 
Others Thought. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., February 17.—Colo- 
‘nel Bryan spoke here tonight under the 
auspices of the Kent County Democratic 
Club. In denouncing the proposition to 
increase the army, he asked why it was 
necessary, and said it certainly could not 
be on account of any disaster that had oc- 
curred under republican rule, because we 
are told that the people are peaceable, 


prosperous and «happy. Continuing, he 


said: 


“Do you want a new policy that makes 
it necessary for you to have three times as 
many soldiers to take care of 80,000,000 peo- 
ple as it took to take care of 70,000,000 people? 
Do you think, friends, thatit ought to take 
twice as many soldiers to bring the bless- 
ings of beneficent assimilation to 10,000,000 
aliens as it required to do the work among 
70,000,000 of people? I have not said any- 
thing as bad against the republican policy 
as that. The president is more severe in 
condemning his own policy than I have ever 
been. When he says that it will take 60,- 
000 soldiers to make the people accept and 
enjoy that kind of government he is going 
to give them, the condemns his policy more 
than I do. I read his speech made last 
night at Boston, and he said the only thing 
they have ever thought of was the nappl- 
ness and welfare of these people who by 
chance thave been thrown into our kéep- 
ing, nothing to be thought of except their 
welfare. Well, my friends, it seems to me 
that we ought not to so disguise our good 
intentions as to hold these good intentions 
up on them by quote so much force.”

Committee Was Unanimous in Its Ac- 
tion—Slight Changes in Items 
for the Rivers. 


Washington, February 17.—(Special.)—The 
senate has reported the river and harbor 
bill with Lut few changes so far as Geor- 
gia is concerned. The chief feature in the 


bill of local interest is the retention of the 
paragraph covering the work at Brunswick. 
This was unanimously retained by the com- 
mittee, in the face of the fight made by 
General Floyd King against Colonel Good- 
year and his work, and the committee’s 


work which has been done at Brunswick 
by Colonel Goodyear and his associates. 

The only changes in the, items bearing 
upon the rivers in Georgia dre an increase 
from $5,000 to $10,000 for the Oconee river and 
a decrease from $20,000 to $10,000 for the 
Ocmulgee. This decrease for the Ocmul- 
gee does not affect the total amount to Le 
spent under continuing contract, but simply 
limits the amount that will be spent this 
year to the figures given.

Rotterjam Rescues Crew of Brifish 
Steamer Ready To Sink. 

New York, February 17.—The tank steam- 

ship Rotterdam, from Rotterdam, which 


arrived today, reports that on February 6th, 
in latitude 40.33, longitude 48.26, she sighted 
the British steamer Rossmore, from Liver- 
pool for Baltimore, in a sinking condition. 
The Rotterdam took off those on board

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HISTORIC POTOMAC BRIDGE MAY 
BE BLOWN UP. 
If It Dams Up the Ice—People in the 
Threatenei District Preparing 
To Move. 


Washington, February 17.—There is a 


strong apprehension today of a disastrous 
flood in. the lower section of the city. The 
indications are favorable to it. At Great 
Falls, sixteen miles up the Potomac, the 
river has risen seven and one-half inches. 

The coating of ice on the Potomac here is 
about ten inches; below and to the mouth 
of the river it is frozen from twelve to 
fifteen inches, and the upper Potomac av- 
erages about ten inches of ice. Added to 
thig are the great snow masses that bank 
up the entire Potomac. 

Property owners and residents in the 
threatened districts have made prepara- 
tions for instant removal, and it has been 
even urged to blow up the historic long 
bridge which spans the Potomac at this 
point, and is used by four trunk lines of 
railroads, 

This always has been a menace to lower 
Washington, as it would act as a dam for 


an ice gorge.

The fear of high water has been realized 
and the rush of the increased volume and 
the ice from the upper James, together 
with the back water from the gorging of 
the ice below the city, has resulted in one 
of the heaviest floods ever known. The 
wharves at Rocketts, the landing place for 
steamers, and the streets for blocks around 
are under water and the Virginia Navi- 
gation Company’s wharf has been swept 
away. 

The depressed section of the city, between 
Shockoe and Churchills, is also under Wwa- 
ter, and hundreds of cellars are flooded. 
Early tonight it was reported that the 
Manchester end of Mayo’s bridge, connect- 
ing Richmond with Manchester, which is a 
foot and vehicle bridge, had been swept 
away. This proved nof to be correct, but 
its condition is such ‘that a further rise 
of the river of.a few inches will cause the 
demolition of the whole structure. 

The Southern railway bridge across the 
James river is in great danger and may 
g0 before morning. One of the electric 
light plants is under water and power and 
lights are cut off from certain sections of 
the city. 

The gas works are momentarily expecting 
an overflow. To add to the calamities ‘of 
the night, the lime and cement warehouse 
and coal office of 8S. H. Hawse & Cu. was 
totally destroyed by fire. Loss, $25,000: in- 
sured. . 

At 1 o’clock this (Saturday) morning, 
Main and Grace streets, from Thirteenth to 
Seventeenth, are under water. Included in 
the area covered is one of the principal 
markets, and as many persons are short of 
provisions owing to the recent snowstorm, 
this will work great hardship, 

Mayo’s bridge is practically ruined. The 
ice has lifted spans of it off the piers and 
bulged and twisted it in many places. More 
hope is entertained for the Southern rai}- 
Way bridge, a train having just crossed if. 
The other bridges are not in danger. All 
the electric lights in the city are out, and 
the streets are in total darkness. 

In the flooded district a number of eleva- 
tors are run by electricity ,and the cutting 
off of the power has prevented the removal 
of goods to the upper stories. 

There are several tobacco warehouses in 
the district under water, and as it is im- 
possible to get teams to move the tobacco, 
great loss is expected. Owing to the un- 
usual conditions the flood came sooner than 
was expected, and the people hardly had 
any warning. In most great rises hére- 
tofore they have had to cope principally 
with up-country water, and could make 
some calculation as to when it would reach 
here.

CHICAGO PAPER TAKES A HAND. 


Samples of Canned Beef Are Tested 
Chemically by The Tribune. 

Chicago, February 18.—Samples of the 
canned bteef American soldiers in Porto 
Rico and Cuba said was unfit for food 
have been tested chemically and analyzed 
with respect to fitness for food by expert 
chemists employed by The Chicago Tribune. 

The results of the analysie shows that 
in the cans submitted there was no trace 
of either boric or salicylic acid or any other 
chemical preservatives in the meat, aside 
from salt, and that the high temperatures 
of the Cuban climate in all probability ac- 
counted for its apparent unfitness for food 
when opened by the soldiers. 

The meat analyzed was brought from 
Porto Rico.

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WEST POINTERS 
ARE CHUCKLING 
OVER SCANDALS. 
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They Point To the Men Who Are 
Figuring in Military 
Court Events 


NONE GRADUATED ON HUDSON 


The Country's Interest in Dewey's Pro- 
motion To Full Admlral 
Shown Daily, 


HE SHOULD RANK THE REST OF THEM 


Only by This Promotion Could He Da 
This—An Indian in the Navy. 
His Opinion of Spanish Ships. 
Some Valuable Tropi- 
cal Hints.

Washington, February § 17.—(Special.)— 
There is one thing about all of thege army 
scandals to which West Pointers point with 
pride,sthat none of the men who have been 
made subjects of criticism belong to the 
West Point contingent in the army. This 
is remarkable, but it is true, Neither Sec- 
retary Alger, General Miles or General 
Eagan, who are just now the most promi- 
nent figures in the army controversies, are 
products of the famous military school on 
the Hudson. There has always been a nat- 
ural antipathy between the West Potnters 
and those officers of the army who have 
not gone through the institution, and the 
academy men have found a text on which 
they are doing a good deal of quiet talking 


just now, 

Not only these three, but Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin, who has all along been more or 
less complicated with the criticisms; Gen- 
eral Shafter, who has been made the mark 
for all the criticism growing out of the 
Santiago campaign which he commanded; 
General Breckinridge, who is picked out 
for criticism in the war commission's re- 
port, and General Brooke, who has been 
criticised for his conduct of affairs at Camp 
Thomas, and for his bad breaks in treat- 
ing with the Cubans at Havana—none of 
these are West Pointers. 

It is perhaps coincidence and nothing 
more, for it is certainly true that some of 
the most efficient officers in the army, some 
of those who have made special reputations 
out of this war with Spain, are not grad- 
uates of West Point. While Merritt is a 
West Point man, General Otis, who is now 
in command at the Philippines, is not, and 
from al} accounts he is a most efficient of- 
ficer. General Wood, who has made a lot 
of reputation out of the war and deservedly 
so, was of course not a West Point man, 
but a doctor who had had a lot of good 
experience in Indian fighting in the west. 
Two other heroes of the Santiago cam- 
paign, men who did such magnificent work 
that it makes the blood tingle when you 
think of it—Lawton and Chafee—are not 
West Pointers, 

It argues nothing against non-West 
Pointers to show that the men who are 
involved in the scandals are not graduates 
of the national military academy, but it is 
an interesting fact, nevertheless, and one 
which West Pointers cannot be blamed for 
calling attention to. 

Dewey Should Be an Admiral. 

The rather silly story which went the 
rounds of the press a few days ago to 
the effect that Admiral Dewey had sent 
a message by some friends to the president 
asking that he be advanced to the rank of 
full admiral, receivd prompt denial at the 
hands of the persons to whom the mes- 
sage was said to have been given, Mr, and 
Mrs. Arthur Lee, who are wel] known here 
in Washington society. While it is not 
true that Admiral Dewey ever gent any 
such message in this way, it is true that 
those who are most familiar with the sit- 
uation down in the Philippines are strongly 
of the belief that some such step should be 
taken. Not so much, they argue, in com- 
pliment to Admira] Dewey—although all of 
them agree that nothing is too good for 
that magnificent officer; but bechuse they 
regard it a necessity from a national stand- 
point that the commander of the Ameri- 
can fleet in those waters should not be 
ranked by the commanders of any other 
fleets. 

Mr. E. W. Harden, who enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the correspondent who 
got through the first story of. the famous 
naval] battle at Manila, in which as a vol- 
unteer officer he was a participant, was 
talking the other day about this matter. 
Mr. Harden is here doing some work. for 
the government and at the same time com- 
pleting a series of magazine articles bear- 
ing upon the Philippine situation. In 
speaking of th: question of rank, Mr. Har- 
den said: 

Carries Humiliation, in a Sense. 

‘It is a bigger question than people here 
at home r2alize. In democratic countries it 
makes little difference whether a naval 
officer in command of a squadron holds the 
rank of admiral or captain, but in foreign 


waters it is a matter of real importance, 
When the battle of Manila was fought, 
Dewey was only a commodore, and the

For Troops in the Tropics. 

Some _ interesting recommendations . con- 
cerning the proper equipment of troops for 
duty in the tropics are made in a recent 
report of Colonel O'Reilly, chief surgeon 
of the department of Cuba, who is just 
back from Jamaica, where he went to study 
the methods used by the British for the 
protection of the troops from ciimatic 


‘troubles. Colonel O’Reilly goes into the 


subject to some length, and sums up with 
the following conclusion: 

“The troops for service in Cuba should, 
as far as possible, be recruited in the south- 
ern states, and a large proportion of these 
troops should be colored with white officers. 
They should be thoroughly protected 
against smallpox before embarking for the 
island. \ 

“They should be sent there very shortly 
after the close of the rainy season, say at 
some timé in November. 

“They should be quartered in barracks 
the dormitories of which are raised above 
the ground, the ground underneath cement- 
ed, and the most liberal ventilation afford- 
ed. All underbrush within practicable dis- 
tance should b@ removed. The earth cioset 
system should be used in preference to cess- 
pools, and the excreta removed by contract. 
The kitchens should be detached. Mos- 
quito bars should be furnished. Abundant 
water supply should be provided and all 
drinking water should be filtered or boiled. 
Each man should be aliowed a minimum 
of 75 superficial and 600 cubic feet of air 
space. athing facilities should be pro- 
vided and their use made compulsory. 
Drainage should be carefully provided for. 
Amusements, games and athletic gports 
should be provided for the men. 

“Clothing—Although ‘there are objections 
to the khakie, the testimony is generally 
favorable to its use, and it is therefore 
recommended, but the blue flannel! shirts 
and dight flannel drawers should always be 
worn. Light cork helmets, made so as to 
shade the back of the neck, should be is- 
sued. Waterproof overcoats should be pro- 
vided in limited numbers for use of the 
necessary guard and orderlies during the 
rainy season. The other articles of our 
clothing fulfill the requirements. 

“No improvement on the present ration 
can be suggested. If it errs at all it errs 
on the side of too great liberality. So far 
as possible the troops should be saved from

An Indian in the Navy. 

' Two stockily built men, with swarthy 
complexions, one in civilian’s garb, the 
other in the uniform of a United States 
sailor, attracted a great deal of attention 
in the patent office this morning. The ci- 
villian was Andrew John, an Indian of the 
Seneca tribe, while his companion, who 
wore on his hat a band marked ‘.U‘ 8S. 8. 
was Chapman Shenandoah, a 


full blooded Oneida Indian. 

Shenandoah is a machinist in the navy. 
and is now on duty on the captured Spen- 
ish gunboat Sandoval at the Washington 
navy yard. He is a well educated Indian 
and spoke very entertainingly’ about his 
experiences both before and during the 
Spanish-American war. 

‘“T have been in the navy — eighteen 
months,” said he, “and while it is not an 
extraordinarily fascinating life, I cannot 
Say I dislike it altogether. Uncle Sam 
takes good care of his seamen, and we 
did not suffer any of the privations that 
the army did. During the war I was sta- 
tioned on the Marietta, and while we did 
not do any active fighting we had some 
exciting times before Havana. We made 
the trip from the Pacific with the Oregon. 
It was at Buenos Ayres that we first 
learned of the declaration of war, and the 
trip from then on was most exciting, At 
the same time we learned of the war he 
heard that a Spanish torpedo boat was 
somewhere along the Brazilian coast look- 
ing for us and that she would attempt to 
plant a torpedo under thé Oregon.

‘MUCH “MORE IS AHEAD OF IT 


Has Performed Work That Belongs to 
County Commissioners. 


HAS BEEN NO FREAK LEGISLATURE 


About Five Hundred Bills Have Pass- 
el—One of Them the Moody 


Dispensary Bill. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 17.—(Special.) 
There remains of the present session of the 
general assembly only five more days. The 
state constitution limits the number of 
working days of the biennial sessions to 
fifty, and it has be a great many ycars 
since the assembly has not seen fit to hold 
its session until] the last minute authorized 
by the constitution. The Alabama as- 
sembly is unfortunate in having to per- 
form a great volume of work that properly 
belongs to county commission Loards. Dur- 
ing every session the assembly is deluged 
with local laws—bills providing for the cre- 
ation of school districts, the incorporation 
of towns, the establishment of stock law 
districts, the removal of the disabilities of 
non-age of ‘minors, and other like trifling 
legislation that properly belongs to a Loard 
of county commissioners. If the people of 
the state decide in the July election to have 
a constitutional convention held this incon- 
sistency will likely be remedied. 

ALout 500 acts have already passed 
both houses. About fifty of them are of a 
general nature.’ Only two of these fifty are 
of especial generad interest—the law provid- 
ing for the. holding of an election to deter- 
mine whether’ a convention shall be_ held 
to frame a new constitution for the state, 
and the law providing for a system of dis- 
pensaries in Alabama. This latter law is a 
general law with certain counties excepted, 
but the excepted counties constitute twen- 
ty-eight of the largest counties of the sixty- 
six in the state, and twenty-one of the "re- 
mainder already have prohibition laws, and. 
therefore, do not come under the provisions 
of the dispensary act. Seventeen counties 
will, therefore, try the dispensary system 
on a‘plan essentially different from the 
Carolina plan, in that in Alabama the mu- 
nicipality and not the state is the proprietor 
of the whisky dispensary. There appears 
to be no doubt but that the dispensary law 
which has passed is in conflict with the 
constitution of Alabama, but the law. 
which was intended to be general, has Leen 
so emasculated and the whisky interests 
are involved to such a Hmited extent by its 
passage, that a serious test of the matter 
in the courts will not likely be made. 

The present session of the assembly has 
been notable for the absence of freak leg- 
islation. The opponents of the dispensary 
measure insist that it comes under this 
category, but unless their claims in this 
diréction are true there has been no meas- 
ure of the freak variety that has attracted 
attention. The anti-high-hat, - anti-large- 
bustle legislator has not been in evidence 
during this session. 

Several important bills are still on the 
calendars. The senate has not yet passed 
either the general revenue bill or the gen- 
eral appropriations bill. It has not passed 
the house. bill to exempt from, taxation. all 
cotton and agricultdral products, or the 
Lill exempting all mills from taxation for 
tén years. 

The present session ha&S been generous in 
its grants to towns and counties of per- 
mission to issue bonds for sanitary, road 
and school improvements. Fully seventy- 
five of the bills passed provide for the issu- 
ance of such ponds. The eastern bond buy- 
ers are bidding eagerly for the several pro- 
posed isSues and it is a very inferior 5 per 
cent improvement bond that will not sell 
for par today. 

Governor Johnston will probably on Mon- 
day annaunce his appointment of two 
railroad commissioners to succeed Messrs. 
Harvey E. Jones and Ross C. Smith, whose 
terms are soon to expire. ‘There are same 
eighty applicants, but the appointees are 
likely to be chosen from among the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: Hons. A. E. Coffee, of 
Lowndes; Horace Hood, of Montgomery: 
Oce Kyle, of Morgan: W. P. Hudman, of 
Lee; Chappel Cory,*of Jefferson; John W. 
Tomlinson, of Jefferson: A. H. Alston. of 
Barbour, and Harvey E. Jones, of Mobile. 

Birmingham Commissioners Go. 

One of the hottest political skirmishes 
that has been held in the Alabama general 
assembly in years was concluded in the 
‘senate tonight in a splendi@ victory for 
Governor Johnston. 

Several weeks ago the governor sent State 
Examiner Cowan to Jefferson county to 
check over the office affairs of the county 
commissioners of that county. The exam- 
iner made a report involving the business 
intelligence and integrity of the commis- 
sioners. Thereupon, Governor Johnston 
caused a bill to be introduced into the 
house abolishing the court of county com- 
missioners of Jefferson and providing for 
the appointment by the governor of a board 
of revenue for the county. Senator R. H. 
Cunningham, of Jefferson, who is the pres- 
ident of the senate of Alabama and vic: 


undertook to block the passage of the gov- 
ernor’s bill. This put the governor on his 
mettle and he assumed the responsibility 
of championing the bill. The fight has been 
spirited in both houses, but the bill, after 
passing the house some days ago, passed tiie 
senate tonight after an all-day @iscussion 
of its merits, by a vote of 17 to 9, and will 
be signed by the governor tomorrow. | 

The deposed commissioners were four 
prominent and popular Birmingham poli- 
ticlans, and considerable feeling has been 
engendered by the contest.

MEXICAN REPUBLIC 


Lecturad in Behalf af the Masonic Tem- 
ple Association of Savannah. 


HIS VERY INTERESTING TALK 


In an Entertaining Style He Told of 
What He Had Seen. 


ALSO DEALT WITH ISLAND OF CUBA 


Said Mexico Needed the Missionary 
Not So Much as It Needs 
' Good Water. 


. 

Savannah, Ga., February 17.—(Special@— 
Mr. Pleasant A. Stovall appeared last night 
at the Savannah theater and delivered his 
lecture on Mexico in behalf of the Masonic 
Temple Association. Mr. Stovall was at- 
tended by the masters of the lodges of Sa- 
vannah and by the committee of arrange- 
ments, consisting of Messrs. A. B. Simmons, 
E. A. Cutts, H. Emmell Wilson and Jacob 
Cohen. Mr. J. R. Saussy introduced the 
speaker. The audience was very large. The 
subject was ‘“Mexico, the Land of Manana.” 

Mr, Stovall said it was a privilege to visit 
(Mexico and Cuba before the so-called 
march of improvement. He saw many pic- 
turesque features of the country disappear 
befere the hard lines of utility. There is a 
second conquest of Mexico now going on 
in which the trolley, the railroad and the

electric light were beating down the old 
interesting landmarks. Mexico was, looked 
upon as a new country by us and yet as 
a matter of fact 200 years before Oglethorpe 
landed in Georgia the Mexican had con- 
strweted his beautiful cathedral, which 
stands today second only to St. Peter's 
‘in dimension and design. The great trouble 
with Mexico is the lack of water. That 
country needs not the missionary, so much 
as the water cart. The railroads pass 
through hundreds of miles of desert. The 
sirall farm is wanting; the thrifty settler is 
rare. Large plantations and enslaved ten- 
ants are the rule. ‘“‘The bold peasantry,”’ 
without which no republic can prosper, is 
not yet in evidence. Mexico is governed 


under the administration of President Diaz 
Mexico has. prospered as it has never pros- 
pered before; railroads and mills and hos- 
pitals have been erected and the public 
credit has been maintained with scrupulous 
fidelity. Mexico lacks a great deal of being 
a free country as we understand it, but it 
is moving along progressive lines. 

Mr. Stovall spoke of the status of woman 
in ‘Mexico and of the deep movement in the 
country toward the protection and the prac- 
tical education of woman. The speaker ex- 
plained why the United States do not 
control more of the commerce of Mexico 
and why England and Germany manage 
to get the lion’s share. Our people do not 
study the tastes or respect the prejudices 


4 of the Mexican and do not ship. their 


goods in a way to be handled with profit. 
The lecturer stated that England and Ger- 
many were driving a large business with 
the Mexican people. He paid glowing trib- 
utes to the music and art of Mexico and to 
the picturesque dress of the Mexican wo- 
men. The sad era of Maximillan and Cdr- 
lotta was touched upon and the wonderful 
career of Benito Juarez, who had _ proven 
a Washington in the field and a Jefferson 
in the cabinet, was developed. This man 
was an Indian leader who stood head and 
shoulders above the real heroes of Mexico. 
It was during -the presidency of Juarez 
that the United States asserted the Monroe 
doctrine in a way that it had never been 
asserted before. Just as this government 
had ordered Spain to take her sword from 
the breast of Cuba so in 1865 the United 
States commanded France to- withdraw her 
hand from the throat of Mexico. It was 
Juarez who finally overthrew Maximillan 
and struck down the last vestige of Euro- 
pean intervention on this continent. He 
brought order out of chaos in his own coun- 
try and acknowledging ‘his obligations to 
the United States of America he establish- 
ed the United States of Mexico upon a 
plane where, let us hope, it will endure for- 
ever. 

Mr. Stovall said our duty was plain. We 
should aid the struggling people in Cuba 
and the Philippines just as we had aided 
the struggling people in Mexico. Let.us as- 
sist them, not by annexation, but by the 
inspiration of our example; our flag should 
speak of freedom and not of force in the 
islands of the China and Caribbean seas.

COMPROMISE HAS BEEN MADE. 


Texas Railroad ¢ Commission and Texas 


Railroads Come to Agreement. 

Austin, Tex., February 17.—The Texas rail- 
road commission and the Texas railways 
today made the final arrangements by 
which they will compromise all the in- 
junction suits now pending in the federal 
court here, enjoining the commission from 
enforcing any of its tariffs.

A reader of The Constitution sends us 
the following brief letter: 


Editor Constitution—Your comments on 
M. B. Hammond’s article are very interest- 


ing. The Reform Club has been sending 


some of its documents to me, but this 
Hammond article is the first that shows a 
tendency to take into consideration the 
needs of the whole country or to deal fairly 
with the interests of the whole country. 
But what about bimetallism? Democrats 
of my stripe are still standing on the Chi- 
cago platform. Is this general plan of cur- 
rency reform intended by the gold men as 
@ substitute for bimetallism? 
REFORM DEMOCRAT. 

It is very difficult to judge of the mo- 
tives of the Reform Club in giving cir- 
culation to statements which its mem- 
bers have spent thousands of dollars 
to deny, and in giving apparent encour- 
agement to propositions which they have 
been at great pains to scout. The ar- 
ticle is no doubt intended as a sop to 
the silver men so far as the Reform 


Club is concerned, but there is no ques: 


tion of Mr. Hammond’s earnestness or 
of his knowledge of the situation at 
the south and west. He does not deal 
with generalities, but goes into details, 
and the style of his contribution to the 
literature of the Reform Club lifts it 
far above the hack-work which is the 
distinguishing characteristic of these 
“sound currency” pamphlets. : 
- So far as bimetallism is concerned, 
our correspondent may rest assured that 
the democratic party will not sacrifice 
that issue to any form’ of expediency. 


‘It ig the basis of the money question. 


‘We may have prosperity under the gold 
standard, but it will not be comparable 
to the proseprity to which the people 
are entitled, and which they had and 
would have again under bimetallism, 
A fortunate discovery of a great depos- 
it of gold might carry us far in the di- 
rection of the prosperity which the peo--. 
ple enjoyed until the demonetization 
of silver began, but no such discovery 
is likely. In spite of the reports of 
the enormous increase in the production 
of gold, the available gold reserves of 
the various nations are no larger now 
than they were ten years ago—a fact 
which shows that the increased’ produc- 
tion of gold is either a piece of fiction, 
or that the increase is absorbed in the 
arts and manufactures. 

But this matter of a credit currency 
for the benefit of the agricultural 
classes, so far from being opposed to 
bimetallism, is supplemental to it. Mr. 
Hammond shows the need of it tn his 
admirable article, and advocates it with 
great vigor; but for many years The 
Constitution has been advocating both 
bimetallism and a reform in our curren- 
cy system that would give tillers of 
the soil the benefits of an automatic sup- 
ply of currency, and release them from 
the bondage into. which their necessities 
have carried them. 

This ig no local or sectional matter. 
The tillers of the soil and those who are 
‘dependent on them constitute more than 
half the population. This being so, 
they are surely entitled to be placed 
on an equality with the mercantile and 
commercial classes with respect to an 
available supply of currency. The lack 
of that supply has crippled the farmers 
and it hag likewise hurt the business 
and industrial interests of the country. 


To begin with, the. national banking 


system, which was admirably devised 
for the purpose of providing a market 
for government bonds, is a very awk- 
ward and unwieldy affair in a time of 
peace, when the energies of the: people 
are clamoring for an outlet. In the 
real meaning of the term, it is not a 
banking system atall. It has outlawed 
the basis of all values. In this mat- 
ter the law, and not the national bank- 
er, is at fault. The national banks 
were established to provide a safe mar- 
ket for government bonds, and the 


-whole scheme is adapted to that. end, 


To this extent, it is one of the greatest 
achievements the world has ever seen; 
but it is not a banking system in the 
real meaning of that term. 

This is admitted by all the most sa- 
gacious of the national bankers, and it 
is shown conclusively by the resolutions 
of the southern bankers’ convention, 
which called loudly for a reform in the 


- present system, and proposed a return 


to the old and reasonably safe system 
of issuing notes on assets instead of 


bonds, ‘It is also shown by the rapid

| why this should not be so now. It 


would be so, but for the law which closes 

‘the door on honesty and opens it wide 
to gilt-edged securities: To show how 
the south has been handicapped so far 
as its opportunities are concerned, Mr. 
Hammond refers to the fact that in 1890, 
there was but one bank in the south to 
every 8,927 inhabitants, while in the rest 
of the country there was one bank to 
every 4,060 inhabitants. Here to be- 
gin with is the plain fact that southern 
borrowers have less than one-half the 
opportunities that exist at the doors of 
borrowers in otber sections of the coun- 
try. 

A system of credit currency which 
would enable the southern farmers to 
raise cotton as a commodity, and not as 
a substitute for cash, would gradually 
make this class independent, and the 
‘banks would be enabled to enjoy a part 
of the rich profits that now go into the 
pockets of the country storekeepers and 
owners of leased lands. What a field 
there is. here for judiciously managed 
banks operating on a credit currency 
which expands in volume with the de- 
mands of borrowers and contracts when 
the demand is supplied and all obliga- 
tions liquidated! 

The scarcity of banks at the south 
has been explained by the statement 
that it is owing to the lack of capital. 
This is a flippant and superficial explan- 
ation unless it takes into account the 
fact that the money which would other- 
wise take the shape of capital is drained 
away from the south by the very sys- 


tem which has enslaved the cotton grow 


er. Cotton is his medium of exchange, 
his substitute for money. It is not made 
so by his lack of thrift or industry, but 
by the terms of his lease contract, by 
the terms of his bargain with the deal- 
ers in plantation supplies, When his 
cotton is finally turned into money he is 
fortunate indeed if he ever sees a dol- 
lar of it. 

(Many individuals, men possessing rare 
tact and patience, have freed themselves 
from this disastrous slavery; but what 
about the rest? ‘Well, they are entitled 
to the relief which a credit currency 
would give them. How otherwise will 
they ever be able to free themselves 
from the demands of lease contracts and 
liens which demand, not money, but cot- 
ton for their liquidation? Suppose the 
farmers begin this year raising their 
own supplies and cutting down their cot- 
ton acreage: what will they do at the 
end of the season when they have no 
money and not enough cotton to settle 
these obligations? ‘Well, they will have 
to sacrifice their horses and their mules, 
or such other form of property as the 
keen-eyed constable can find. 

Now this is the real problem, and 
the only remedy that promises-anything 
at the present time is a credit currency 
system of some sort that: will enable 
the agricultural class, by securing money 
on easy terms, to free themselves from 
financial slavery, and to restore cotton 
to its rightful place as a commodity. 
The law of averages holds. good every- 
where.. A few of the more enterprising 
farmers have been able to work them- 
selves out. of this quicksand, but the 
great majority. of agriculturists are, 
as Mr. Hammond says, hopelessly “in 
the clutches of the present credit sys- 
tem,” 

“At present,” says Mr. Hammond, ‘‘we 
have the absurd phenomenon of very 
low rates and a.superabundance of cap- 
ital seeking investment at very low 
rates in’ our chief comméfcialT’ centers, 
while in the rural regions of the west 
and south there is practically no capita! 
in the shape of.currency to loan, and the 
rate of interest on the merchandise 
loans is, according to official reports, 
from 40 to 120 per cent. In Canada, 
under the branch banking systems the 
distribution of capital is so perfect that 
the difference in: interest paid by the 
high-class borrowers of Montreal and 
Toronto and the ordinary merchants of 
the northwest is not more than one or 
two per cent.” 

All these things being so, it is high 
time for the Reform Club to organize a 
real reform campaign. 


The Dead President. 

The suddenness of the death of Felix 
Faure, president of France, may be the 
means of averting, for the present, a 
crisis which seems to be inevitable in 
the near future. 

The condition of France, revolution- 
ary, volatile and capable of any sur- 
prising development, has for some 
months past been eagerly watched by 
the world abroad. For a European em- 
pire, without any preliminary training, 
to convert itself into a republic, is a 
most herculean task. It is questionable, 
if even in England, where representative 
government is so well understood, such 
a change would work smoothly at first. 
Difficult as stch an event might prove 
to be in England, how much more so 
in France, where every advante step 
has been taken in blood, and where the 
people, no less than the rulers, have 
failed to. profit by experience? With a 
military history which made them the 
heroes of Europe, centered in their midst 
all that wis attractive and romantic in 
the old world, the France preceding the 
revolution wasa dreamin which almost 
every being within Christendom reveled. 
‘When, in time, the governing powers 
became unwieldly and there was not 
enough of foreign adventure to keep the 
Frenchmen from fiying at each other’s 
throats, they sought to cut their way 
into a licentious fredom whiech should 
have no restraints, except the wilder- 
ness of each man’s imagination. In 
this saturnalia of blood, of crime and 
of popular insanity, it was only the 
strong hand of the “little corporal” 
which restored order, though the substi- 
tute which he gave for disorder at home 
was ag Violent and emetic as that which 
had been prescribed for themselves by 
the revolutionists, During the next 
few years the manhood of France was 
decimated, and the man who had 
brought glory and misfortune to his 
people was sent to the desolate prison of 
St. Helena, where he lived to see all the 
work which he had accomplished un- 
done. 

-. Even then peace came not to his tur- 
bulent nation, for with a Bourbon king 
upon the throne, who was but the pen- 
sioner of- English bounty, there was 
enough to gall the pride of the nation, 
and France seemed to be on the down- 


ward grade. Through the adoption of ' 


the third Napoleon, her people hoped to 


throw off foreign influences and to build. 
| up again : 


has succeeded, only to temporize with 


events, not one of them ‘strong enough 
or bold enough to hew out a policy 
which might lead the people of his 
country up to the high plane which re- 
publicanism demands. 

Of all the presidents who have at- 
tained power since the overthrow of 
the third Napoleon, Felix Faure was 
“the weakest. ‘While of plebeian origin, 
he might be supposed to have been im- 
bued with the traditions and the feel- 
ings of the common people, he became 
in office a mere observer of social forms 
and aped all of monarchy which was 
possible under the circumstances. It 
was under his manipulation that a 
corrupt general staff played havoe with 
the army, and then for the purpose of 
hiding the misdeeds of men high in au- 
thority, the unfortunate Dreyfus was 
seized upon and sent to a living death. 
All of the power and influence of the 
government was committed against a re- 
opening of the case, in order that justice 
might be done the victim. Then the 
cry of anti-semitism took effect, and by 
an appeal to the lower passions of the 
French populace, a president who was 
not himself an overzealous member of 
the church to which he claimed to be- 
long, thought to array class against 
class, and succeeded in offending the 
immense Hebrew influence of the coun- 
try. 

Under this condition of things, Bona- 
partists and Bourbonists have been 
equally active in pushing a propaganda 
of revolution. Added to these influ- 
ences were the discordant wings of the 
republican party, so that out of the cha- 
os which exists a crisis is certain, and 
if it does not occur immediately, it will 
be merely because of the stunning sud- 
denness with which the present emer- 
gency has been forced upon them. 


An Example Worth Imitation. 

Whether Mayor Meyers, of Savannah, 
intended it or not, he has given to other 
cities an example worthy of imitation. 

The Constitution has had occasion 
heretofore to draw attention to the fact 
that while employees in commercia!] and 
agricultural life had their wages large- 
ly reduced through the operation of our 
financial laws, the strange anomaly was 
presented of the constantly increasing 
salaries of men who worked for the 
public. Throughout the country it is 
no uncommon sight to see men who, in 
commercial life, were more than well 
paid at $50 a month, when suddenly 
transferred to some municipal or state 
office, strut around and look upon them- 
selves ag being worth thousands a year, 
where hundreds a year before was more 
than they ever gained. The result of 
such a pinching of the public purse at 
the expense of the rate. payers, was to 
make office holding the most profitable 
business in the country. There might 
be some excuse for this, if at the same 
time the most profitable talent had been 
secured, but as every one knows, the po- 
litical ward heeler does not look for tal- 
ent'so much as compliance. 

It seems that Mayor Meyers, togeth- 
er with his councilmen, were considering 
the tax budget the other night. They 
came across a very stubborn fact, and 
that was that the city was paying out too 
much money, and that it would not look 
very well to increase the tax burdens of 
the people, when those very people were 
forced to decrease their own expendi- 
tures. Mayor Meyers thereupon pro- 
posed a cut of 20 per cent of his own 
salary,.the same policy to apply all 
around. It was a heroic measure, but 
it took the ward heelers by surprise, 
and they are now struggling in aston- 
ishment over the action of this extraor- 
dinary man, who actually proposes to 
give away some of the emoluments of 
his office. 

Mayor (Meyers, however, cannot do 
better than to stand firmly by the posi- 
tion which he has taken. 


The Maine Celebration. 
The services commemorating the 
Maine disaster, which were held in 
the city of Havana,: suggest that the 
event was ill-timed and bad in policy as 
in morals. 

No nation. which claims to be pro 
gressive can build up a memory of hate 
toward another, nor should the unfor- 
tunate events of former years be kept 
alive as a fan to rekindle flames of 
prejudice which had better be allowed 
to die out. Oneofthe noblest features 
of the war through which we have 
passed was the determination not to al- 
low the cry of ‘“‘Remember the Maine” 
to become prominent. There were those 
who were anxious for such exhibition of 
revenge, but the better nature of our 
people triumphed, and no unworthy mo- 
tive was allowed to derogate from the 
high character of the fight upon which 
we had entered. 

The Havata celebration itself furnish- 
es internal evidence of its want of pol- 
icy. To begin with, there was a mili- 
tary cabal, a naval cabal and a woman’s 
cabal, all three working to outwit the 
other in making themselves prominent 
at the expense of the poor victims which 
should have been allowed to rest in 
peace. The woman’s cabal and the na- 
val cabal got on the field almost neck 
and neck, but Commodore Cromwell, 
having the arms, took possession, and 
turned back the clergymen whom the 
ladies had brought with them. After 
this exhibition of human feeling in the 
presence of the dead, thé naval people 
and the ladies began to retire, when the 
‘ military, under General Lee, were seen to 
advanee from the distance.

|! THE MAN WITH THREE WIVES. 


Washington, February 17.—(Special.),-The 
wild discussion which has beer. going on 
throughout the country over the question 
whether Congressman-elect. Roberts shonld 
be refused a seat in the new congress be- 
cause of the multiplicity of his marriage 
relations, has died down in most places and 
yet there is now and then an echo from It. 
Much of the excitement has come, of 
course, from newspaper agitation, but it 
has all led to the development of a great 
deal of misunderstanding as to the real 
points at issue. 

Former Senator Edmunds has an ex- 
tremely interesting review of the case in a 
recent number of The Christian Herald, 
which it s:ems to me js certainly wel) worth 
reproducing. He goés not only into this 
particular case, but discusses the effect 
of the assurances, given by Utah at the 
time of her admission, that polygamous 
marriages would not be allowed. He shows 
very clearly that there is no power to pre- 
vent the congressman-elect from taking 
his seat, and that the only way he can be 
deprived of his office is by expulsion by a 
two-thirds vote of the house. While Sen- 
ator Edmunds does not say it in so many 
words, it.is plain that he regards such 
expulsion as a practica] impossibility. 

When Utah Was Admitted. 

“It is now evident enough,’’ says Senator 
Edmunds, in discussing the admission of 
Ctah as a state, “that congress was mis- 
taken when it passed the enabling act in 
Supposing that polygamous notions had 
disappeared and that the state would go on 
in the same way as other states. Congress 
also must have overlooked the fact that 
any engagements on the part of the state 
of Utah as a condition of its admission to 
the union relating to the administration of 
.its internal affairs would not be’ binding in 
point of law, and could only bind the faith 
of the state government, for a breach of 
which the only redress must be the forcible 
overturning of the state governm: nt, which 
would be simply war. The instant the state 
Was admitted, every act of congress relat- 
ing to its internal policy ceased to have 
any force whatever. The consequence is 
that in point of law the state of Utah has 
the same sovereign rights that any other 
state has. She may punish polygamy or 
unlawful cohabitation, or she may author- 
ige it, She may declare, as congress has 
done, that illegitimata children shall not 
inherit, or she may declare, as she ap- 
pears to have done since her admission, 
that illegitimate children shal] inherit on 
an equal footing with legitimat¢s, 

Polygamous Marriages Prohibited. 

“The constitution of Utah only prohibits 
the ceremony of making a polygamous or 
plural marriage. It does not prohibit the 
carrying on of polygamous relations. Nor 
do her laws go any further, so far as I can 
ascertain. In fact, she is, as I have said, 
absolutely independent of congress in re- 
spect of the subject, and she appears, from 
all reports, to be steadily taking advan- 
tage of her opportunities, and has, if re- 
ports are true, deliberately elected to con- 
gress a person in the open and notorious 
practice of polygamy. I am not informed 
at what time these alleged polygamous 
marriages took place, nor is this material 
to the question, If they took place be- 
fore the state was admitted, Mr. Roberts 
could have been punished by the authori- 
ties of the United States. But he cannot be 
now. The acts of cOngress, while ‘they 
punish cohabitation with plural wives, did 
not punish and were not intended to pun- 
‘ish those who had been in the practice of 
polygamy for supporting those who had 
been their unlawful wives; but they did 
provide for punishing a continuance of the 
polygamous relation. If Mr. Roberts’s po- 
lygamous marriages took place after the 
state wag admitted, he would be guilty of 
violating the state law in contracting such 
marriages, but he would not be guilty of 
violating any state law in living as a hus- 
band with all his plural wives, for, so far 
as I am informed, there is no such law of 
Utah. In any case, as is true everywhere, 
statutes restraining crime are of no value 
unless there be a state of government, ex- 
ecutive and judicial, willing and @esirous to 
execute the Jaw and bring offenders X& pun- 
ishment, It would seem clear, from what 
has transpired, that the government of 
Utah has no disposition to proceed in that 
direction, 

The House’s Power To Judge. 

*‘In this state of things, you ask: What 
can the house of representatives do in the 
case of Mr, Roberts? The constitution of 
the United States provides that the house 
of representatives shall be the judge of 
the election and qualifications of its mem- 
bers. The power to judge of the election 
is merely the power to ascertain whether 
a majority of the legal voters have in the 
manner provided by law voted for the mem- 
ber, and that is all. The qualifications of 
the member are three. He must be twen- 
ty-five years of age; he must have been 
seven years a citizen of the United States; 
he must have been at the time of his elec- 
tion an inhabitant of the’ state. Of these 
three requisites the house is the judge. If 
he proposes these, the house has, in my 
opinion, no lawful power to apply any 
other or further test in respect of his be- 
ing admitted to the seat. It would be ex- 
tremely dangerous for a constitution to 
give a majority of a house the right to 
determine what particular sort of man the 
people of a state should have the right 
to elect to represent them further than our 
constitution bas declared. 

The Power of Removal. 

“This is too obvious to require jllustra- 
tion, But when a man so elected and pos- 
sessing the qualifications required by the 
constitution has once taken his geat, the 
constitution brings into play another and 
entirely different provision, authorizing the 
house, with the concurrence of two-thirds, 
to expel a member. Upon the exercise of 
this right, the constitution wisely imposed 
ng limitation except that of requiring the 
concurrence of two-thirds to expel. If, 
therefore, the house of representatives shall 
find on due inquiry that Mr. Roberts is an 
open, practical and persistent polygamist, 
and the house thinks that in view of the 
fact and in connection with the circum- 
stances under which Utah was admitted, 
or without reference to these circumstan- 
ces, it will be a reproach to its dignity and 
@ood name to continue Mr. Roberts as a 
member, it may lawfully and rightfully 
expel him, If it does not act at all (sup- 
posing the facts to be as stated), it will 
have given its acquiescent approval of the 
condyct of Mr. Roberts and of the action of 
the people who elected him with full know!- 
edge of the circumstances, and henceforth 
it will be jugtiy considerea that the house 
has no disposition to interfere with the 
practice of polygamy in Utah. If it does 
act and expel the member, it will declare 
against the perpetuation of that system.

Building Up Libraries. 

The donation of Andrew Carnegie for the 
erection of a library building in Atlanta 
makes pertinent the subject of building up 
libraries. Agreements have been signed for 
the purchase of the Old Public Library 
building in Boston by the Frederick L. 
Ames estate for $850,000, and the formal 
transfer will be made some time in March. 
Forty-four years ago the cornerstone of the 
library building was laid, and three years 
later the building was completed and dedi- 
cated After forty years of occupancy for 
library purposes it was abandoned for the 
new structure in Copley Square. Joshua 
Bates, of England, a banker, born in Mas- 
sachusetts, contributed $50,000 toward the 
building fund, and to this amount other 
donations were added. The building cost 
$365,000, and at that time the number of 
books in the reading room was 10,215; num- 
ber of volumes in the library, 22,447. Among 
the contributors of books were Theodore 
Parker, 12,000 volumes; George Ticknor, 
7,00 volumes, including a valuable Spanish 
collection; the gons of Dr. Nathaniel Bow- 
ditch gave their father’s library of 2,300 
volumes and $5800 in cash for the purchase 
of books; Abbott Lawrence bequeathed 


Phillips, $30,000; Mrs. Sally Inman 
$1,000. In 1855, Joshua Bates gave 4 large 
number of books. It is to be hoped that 
there will be found men in Atlanta who 
will make an equally good record.

He held several 
important officies in his native state of 
Pueblo till he was called to the office of 
assistant secretary of state. Dr. Aspiros 
has written several books on political sub- 
jects, and is held in high esteem by the 
people of Mexico. 

In the diplomatic circles of Berlin, Ger-

ATTORNEY GENERAL TAKES HAND

The fight over the petitios of the Georgia 
Northern railroad for an amendment to its 
charter conferring the right to extend its 
line from Moultrie to Thomasville, Ga., took 
on another complication and assumed a 
new and interesting phase yesterday morn- 
ing when a petition was presented to Judge 
‘John 8. Candler to restrain Secretary of 
State Cook from granting the amendment. 

The application for injunction was pre- 
sented by Attorney C. J. Haden, of the 
Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf railroad, who 
has made strenuous efforts to prevent the 
secretary of state from granting the '‘amend- 
ment asked. 

The petition from injunction was refused 
by Judge Candler, after hearing the argu- 
ment in the case, but a rule nisi was 
granted, calling upon the secretary of state 
to show cause why the injunction applied 
for by the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf 
road should not be issued. 

A hearing was set yesterday morning by 
Judge Candler for February 22d, at 10 
o’clock, in the office of the state library at 
the capitol. | 

The position of the two railroad corpora- 
tions in the southern part of the state is a 
sensational one, and has attracted atten- 
tion for the reason that notning of the 
kind has ever before come to the surface 
in the railroad history of the state. Nearly 
two years ago a charter was granted by 
the state to the directors of the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf road to build a line 
from Moultrie to Thomasville. 

The road has never been constructed, ow- 
4ng té the fact that the directors have 
hitherto been unable to interesc the proper 
parties in the work. The directors now 
claim that a number of capitalists in the 
east have taken up the scheme, and have 
promised to finance it to completion. 

The Georgia Northern Interposes. 

Just as the road was preparing to begin 
the work, Secretary of State Cook received 
an application from the Georgia Northern 
railroad for a charter to extend its line 
fom Moultrie to Thomasville, over tht ex- 
act route proposed by the Tifton, Thomas- 
ville and Gulf. The road has conformed 
strictly to the statute in applying for the 
charter, and Secretary Cook saw that he 
had no authority under the law to refuse 
the appiication. 

The attorney for the Tifton, Thomasville 


and Gulf road protested against the grant- | 


ing of the charter, and Secretary Cook 
finally agreed, out of courtesy, to give the 
attorney a hearing before the charter was 
finally granted. The secretary of state 
maintained the position that, under the law, 
his duty was clearly defined, and that if a 
dozen roads had already been constructed 
over the proposed roadbed he would have 
no alternative but to grant the amendment 
to the charter of the Georgia Northern. 
The fact that two or more roads desired 
the same right of way was not a matter 
for the secretary of state to consider, so 
that official stated, but belonged to the 


province of the courts, where evidence 
could be heard tending to show that the 
roads asked for identically the same right 
of way. 

A hearing was set before the attorney 
genera! for the convenience of the attorney 
of the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf road 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock, Secretaty 
Cook being at home, sick, and not being 
able to take up the matter. 

The attorney failed to put in an appear- 
ance at the hour appointed, but came be- 
fore Judge Terrell shurtly tefore noon wi'h 
a rule nisi from the superior court. 

Legal Steps Do Not Restrain. 

Attorney General Terrell was inclined to 
smile at the position taken by the attorney 
of the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf road 
in the matter of issuing the charter. He 
explained to the counsel for the road that 
the secretary of state would only be con- 
forming to his duty in granting the amend- 
ment asked, and that if the petition for 
amendment was in legal form the official 
would be compelled to grant it. 

Judge Terrell advised the secretary of 
state, however, as a matter of respect to a 
co-ordinate branch of the government, not 
to grant the amendment to the charter of 
the Georgia Northern until the hearing on 
the rule nisi had been had. 


Restricting Order Unusual. 


The granting of the rule nisi by the su- 
perior court calling upon the secretary of 
state to show cause for his actions is the 
first ever granted in recent years. 

Only one application for injunction has 
éver been issued, sc far as the statehouse 
officials know, for enjoining the secretary 
of state, and that application was refused 
by the court. 

Such contact between the _ different 
branches of the state government has sel- 
dom occurred in Georgia. 

Failing to obtain the injunctfon at the 
hearing set for next Wednesday, the attor- 
ney of the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf 
road, it is believed, will carry the case to 
the supreme court and have the rights of 
his road to the right of way between Moul- 
trie and Thomasville finally adjusted. 

The directors of the Tifton, Thomasville 
and Gulf road assert that the Georgia 
Northern in applying for the right of way 
is not intent on building the line, but is 
actuated with a desire to hinder the actions 
and plans of the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf. For this reason a hard and determ- 
ined fight is being made to prevent the 
charter being granted to the Georgia 
Northern. 

Should fifteen miles of the road not be 
constructed by August of the present year, 
the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf road 
would a, got right to the charter,

MOOTED QUESTION 


Insurance Premium by Mail Causes a 
Controversy. 


A POLICY HOLDER’S’ KICK 


Thinks That He Has Béen Unfairly 
Treated in the Matter. ) 


WHEN DOES“ A PAYMENT — BEGIN? 


Interesting Point Comes Up Once 
More—Opinion of Local Attor- 
neys on the Matter. 


Comes to the fore again the question as 
to whether the payment of an insurance 
premium dates from the mailing of the 
amount by the party owing the debt, or 


upon the receipt of the money by the per-' 


son or corporation to whom it is due. 

W. P. Rowell, formerly of Scotia, Ga., 
but now a resident of Wall Street, Col., 
claims to have been mistreated by the Na- 
tional Indemnity and Industrial Society of 
the United States of America, the home 
office of which is located in the Austell 


building. 

In September of 1898 Rowell was issued a 
policy in this company. At that time he was 
a resident of Scotia, Ga. The policy was 
known as “Class C, Grade 2," the monthly 
premium of 60 cents entitling him to an 
accident indemnity of $25 a month up to 
twelve months, a sick benefit of $20 a 
month for six months, while in case of 
death his estate would receive a death ben- 


efit of $50. 

In all four monthly premiums of 6) cents 
were paid, the last payment being made in 
January. The company asserts that during 
the month of December Rowell made no 
payment and consequently received no pro- 
tection Guring that month. Rowell nega- 
tives this statement. This point, however, 
is virtually immaterial, as it did not neces- 
sitate his taking out a new nolicy. as the 
company allows a policy holder this privi- 
lege. 

Rowell claims to have mailed the monthly 
premium to the company from his home in 
Wall Street, Col.. on January 14th. At 
that time he was in good heilth. he claims, 
and supposed’ that the malling of the 
amount was entirely regular in every re- 
spect. 

Two davs later, on the 16th of January, hie 
sustained painful injuries by falling on 
some crushed ice, while Walking on a steep 
incline... These injuries he claims to be 
still suffering from. Immediately upon re- 
ceiving the fall he made a formal report of 
the accident to the company. A week later, 
when he ‘had recovered sufficiently to re- 
sume his ordinary duties, he made a second 
report. 

Rowell claims to have received no direct 
answer to either of these communications. 
On the contrary, he says that he received 
a letter from J. Henry Simmons, assistant 
secretary and treasurer of the society, in 
which the receipt of the dues was acknowl- 
edged, together with the statement that the 
amount would be accepted and placed to his 
credit as soon as a health certificate set- 
ting forth the fact that at.the time the 
dues were mailed ‘he was in good health and 
had been ever since. 

Naturally it was impossible for Rowell to 
do this, as his injuries had been received 
after the mailing of the premium and be- 
fore the receipt of the blank health certifi- 
cate. 

It was the receipt of this letter which 
caused him to think that he had not been 
justly treated by the society. He immedi- 
ately wrote to Mr. Simmons jand made a 
formal demand for the return of all the pre- 
miums he had paid in and the’ cancellation 
of his policy. 

In reply to this letter Mr. Simmons wrote 


that the society would not refund the pre- 


miums which had been paid in,e as Mr. 
Rowell had received protection during the 
months thatithe policy was in active opera- 
tion; nor would damages be paid on account 
of the fact that the January premium had 
not reached the office of the company until 
after it was due. 

Yesterday a Constitution reporter called 
at the office of the National Industrial So- 
clety and was shown one of the “Class C, 
Grade 2’’ policies which Rowell took out. 
The contract stipulates that the premium 
shall be paid at a specific time, 
mention is made of the signing of a health 
certificate. Mr. Simmons explained that the 
signing of a thealth certificate was only 
required in cases where the policy holder 
had failed to pay a premium until after it 
was due. He said that it was a necessary 
precaution taken by the society to prevent 
fraud. That without it a policy holder who 
had allowed the payment of his premium 
to lapse, might receive an accident some 
moments anterior to the mailing of the 
premium and demand indemnity. The prac- 
tice of the society had been to send out 
printed notices to its policy holders some 
days in advance of the day on whick the 
various premiums fell due, and that in 
each instance where the premium reached 
the office after it was due, a health certifi- 
cate was at once mailed, signed by the hold- 
er of the policy and returned to the office 
before the premium, was. placed to his 
credit. 

we of Rowell’s particular case, he 
said: 

“We did not receive Mr. Rowell’s premi- 
um until five days after it was due. He 
was fully aware of the prevailing custom, 
and I am satisfied that he is simply trying 
to get something for nothing, The amount 
of his premium, 6 cents, was inclosed in a 
letter dated January 14th, but it did not 
reach us until the 20th. I didn't save the 
envelope, but I don't believe it was mailed 
on the 14th.’ 

When informed that the payment of an 
obligation by mail was a mooted question, 
Mr. Simmons expressed considerable sur- 
prise and admitted that his contract might 
be made more specific on this point. 

Several well known attorneys and insur- 
ance men were aSked in regard to the law 
on the case. None of them cared to he 
quoted, but all of them said that they were 
of the opinion that the mailing of a sum o? 
money in payment of an obligation of the 
nature.described was binding, even if the 
money did not reach the party to whom it 
was due until after the specified day for 
its payment.

Last of the Belated Trains Came ia Last 
Night. 


WRECK CAUSED ITS DELAY 


Accident Near Lynchburg and Not the 
‘Weather Held It Back. 


ROAD ABOUT CLEAR NOW, HOWEVER 


Train That Arrived Thursiay Night 
Brought Only Sixteen Letter 
Pouches. 


Passenger trains from the north are still 
behind time, The fast mai) which was due 
here from New York yesterday morning, 
did Aot arrive unt!l last night, and the lim- 
ited over the Southern ai@ not get in until 


midnight. 

Today’s trains from Washington will also 
be late. owing to a freight wreck on the 
Virginia Midlanl division of the South- 


ern. 
The fast mail which left Washington yes- 
terday forenoon and which is due here this 
morning,had no maij car attached and the 
mail matter was in the baggage car. A 
second section of the fast mail left Wash- 
ington yesterday afternoon about 5 o'clock. 
It ought to arrive here about noon today, 
but no one would venture a prediction yes- 


terday as to when it would get in. 

The train which is due this morning will 
not bring anything except through mail 
for Atlanta, New Orleans, Texas and inter- 
mediate points unless a postal car is picked 
up somewhere on the line. There are no 
facilities in a baggage car for assorting 
mail matter. 

Postal cars are evidently scarce at Wash- 
ington. The blockade has thrown them off 
their regular runs and the congestion of 
matter in the large cities requires an ex- 
tra number of cars for the first trip or 
two out, 

Superintendent Terrell, of the mail ser- 
vice, said yesterday that the mails wer? 
moving all right throughout the south ex- 
cept between New York and Atlanta and 
New Orleans and on the Mississippi river. 
There is so much drift ic2 in the river that 
the boats have had to tie up about Natchez. 
The ice pack would crush any boat. 

Among the passengers who came in yes- 
terday morning from New York was Harry 
Atkinson. He had been snow-bound in New 
York and came through on the first train. 
He said that the blizzard was one,of the 
worst New York ever experiermed. The 
city was snow-bound from Sunday until 
Wednesday. The roads above Washington 
are still having a great deal of trouble. 

Distributing the Mail. 

The first mail] from the north received 
since Monday morning came in at 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning. This train left the me- 
tropolis on the 15th with all the letters and 
papers that had piie@ up sincé last Sun- 
day. There were some sixteen pouches of 
letters on it, and it required the service of 
three men al] night, and of seven instead 
of five men in the wee small hours of the 
morning, to distribute it in time for the 
morning delivery. 

The newspapers, of which there were two 
sacks, were delivered on the second round 
of the carriers. 

Under ordinary conditions there are two 
malis a day from the north and east, each, 
usually, of three pouches, So the post- 
office people expected a rather larger un- 
dertaking than they did really have to 
meet. 

On Thursday the trains began running 
regularly, and would have reached here 
on schedule time yesterday, but for th2 
wreck mentioned, which occurred near 
Lynchburg, Va., blocking the road for a 
number of hours and throwing everything 
all awry again. Train No. 35, which should 
have arrived at 5:10 o'clock in the morning, 
did not come until 2 o'clock. Train No. 37 
arrived here at 12:30 o'clock this morning. 

The road is all clear again now, however, 
and no further trouble is anticipated.

They Are All Enthusiastic Over the Com- 
ing State Fair. 


Ex-Governor Northen Receives En- 
couragement from All Sides. 


$10,000 FUND WILL BE COMPLETE SOON 


Ten of the Canvassing Committees 
Have Reportei—Others Will Be 
Through Work Next Week. 


From all sections of the state the most 
enthusiastic letters are being received by 
ex-Governor Northen in reference to the 
State fair. Each of them echoes the ex- 
pressions made by the members of the 
executive committee of the State Agricul- 
tural Society at its recent meeting in the 
Kimball house, when it was decided to hold 
the fair in Atlanta. 

Among the letters received are those of 
(Messrs. C. B. Goetchius and Dave Shelton, 
two prominent members of the Rome Com- 
mercial League, both of whom have been 
prominently identified with state fairs for 
many years. They promise the hearty sup- 
port and co-operation of Floyd county, and 
say that if given sufficient space they wi! 
guarantee to have the finest exhibit.of any 
county in the state. 

Other letters have been received from 
Colonel Tyler Peeples, of Lawrenceville; 
Colonel R. J. Redding, director of the state 
experimental farm, at Griffin, and Felix 
Carput, of the Farmers’ Alliance Co-opera- 
tive Company. <A‘l three are delighted at 
the idea of the fair being held in Atlanta 
and the prospect of the great good. that will 
result to the farmers of the state. 

The key note of the prevailing sentiment 
was struck by J. Lindsay Johnson, of Rome, 
when at the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the State Agricultural Society 
he offered a resolution thanking the press 
of the state for its vigorous efforts in be- 
half of a rebirth of the old farming meth- 
ods of the state so successfully practiced 
in the past. 

The farmers from all sections are aroused 
to the importance of placing the agricul- 
turat industries of the state on a firmer 
footing. They realize that nothing will 
come so near accomplishing this as a mag- 
nificent display of Georgia products at the 
fair. And they appreciate that the con- 
sequent interchange of valuable ideas will 
be greater in direct ratio to the efforts set 
forth. 

Ex-Governor Northen has received replies 
from about one-third of the twenty-five 
gentiemen he appointed on Wednesday to 
constitute the local committee which will 
act in concert with the fair committee of 
the State Agricultural Society. Some of 
the gentlemen appointed are out of the city, 
and it is probable that the complete com- 
mittee will not be announced for some 
days. As soon as the committee is finally 
made up it wiil begin at once to arrange 
plans for advertising the fair. Ex-Governor 
Northen says that it is his idea not only 
to advertise the fair locally, but that he 
expects to send out literature to all parts 
of the .ccuntry, and to patronize liberally 
the pages of the western farming journals. 

Of the twenty-two committees that have 
been canvassing the city for subscriptions 
to the fair only ten have formaily an- 
nounced that their work is complete. Sev- 
eral others, however, have closed their lists, 
but for some reason have not sent them in 
to Mr: Martin. It is definitely known that 
over two-thirds of the required amount has 
been subscribed. When the reports from 
the committees still at work are sent in 
there is no doubt but what the deficit will 
be made up. The several public service cor- 
porations yet to be heard from will doubt- 
less send in the amounts of their subscrip- 
tions by Monday of next week. 


SHORTAGE IS IN STEAM COAL. 


That Is Where the Trouble Is, Says 
George P. Howard—Domestic 
Coal Is All Right. 

“The shortage is in steam coal, and not in 
the domestic cval,’’ said George P. Howard 

yesterday. 

“IT am conservative when I say that I 
believe that some of the large manufactur- 


ing people in Atlanta and other towns in- 


the state are th danger of having to run on 
much shorter time or close altogether. The 
papers have overlooked this matter of steam 
coal, but this is the iargest trade in the coal 
line, and is steady the year round. If the 
thaw continues and the railroads get back 
to their schedules quickly, a steam coal 
famine may be avoided. I have no fear of 
a shortage in domestic coal. 

“By the way, spéaking of domestic coal: 
I was not aware that an effort was on foot to 
raise the prices, and if I had been approach- 
ed I should certainly have declined to en- 
ter a combination of that sort.’’ 

In line with this, J. W. Wills, of Wills & 
Co., says that he has ‘coal to burn,” and 
that there is not the slightest danger of a 
famine or shortage in domestic coal.

Two cases of distress were relieved yves- 
terday afternoon—cases in which the suf- 
ferers were unable to care for themselves 
and yet would not ask for aid. In both 
instances the cases were reported by per- 
sons acquainted with the families, and 
although they were glad to obtain aid, 
they would not have asked for it. 

Yesterday morning the attention of Chief 
Manly was called to the condition of Mrs. 
Nash and her family, residing at the cor- 
ner of Greensferry avenue and Lee street. 
During the afternoon Call Officer Coving- 
ton was given $2 with which to buy pro- 
visions and he took his purchases to Mrs. 
Nash. 

The officer found the family in great need 
and Mrs. Nash told him between sobs that 
her family had subsisted for ten days on 
what was left on their doorstep by ne'gh- 
bors almost as poor as herself. 

During the afternoon the attention of 
Captain Jennings was directed to Mrs. Wil- 
lis and her husband residing at 28 Me- 
chanics street. It was bedding needed in 
this case. Cail Officer Chosewood was sent 
out with blankets, a number having been 
left at the barracks by the relief commit- 
tee. The officer found Mr. Willis 1!] and in 
bed. His wife said he had been sick for 
several weeks. 

These were the only two cases of dis- 
tress relieved yesterday, but the work will 
continue so long as blankets and the money 
given by sympathetic citizens remain. Last 
night Adam Woodward, the janitor at the 
barracks, began h‘s labor about 7 o’clock 
and continued until early this morning. 
The entire first floor of the barracks was 
thoroughly cleaned and by° this morning 
there will be no Sign of the relief work 
done during the past few days.

The supreme ‘court of the state adjourned 
oral argument for the present term yes- 
terday afterroon, when the Macon circuit 
was completed. The next session of th> 
ccurt when argument will be heard again 
has been fixed for March 6th. 

The judges will-have their hands full in 
the meantime reviewing cases that have 
been presented at the last hearing, and 
the work before them will be much more 
confining than it has been in open court. 
A large number of cases are on hand for 
the court to take up, but # is probabie 
that they will catch up with the docket by 
the time set for the March term. 

The .Northern circuit will be the first 
taken up for oral argument when the court 
assembles on March 6th. : 


A very puzzling question has been re- 
ferred to Governor Candler in his official 
capacity in determining to whom a reward 
of $200 belongs for the capture of a mur- 
derer in Lowndes county. 

In 1897 Shelton Dampier, of Lowndes 
county, shot Samuel Parker an@ escaped 
before an officer coulé arrive on the scene 


of the tragedy. 

He remained at large for about two 
months, and was finally located in a swamp 
in the vicinity by Robert Smith, a citizen 
of Lowndes county. ~ 

Deputy Sheriff Harrold at once organized 
@ posse and proceeded to the haunt of 
Dampier, where he found the man entrench- 
ed behind the walls of a cabin in the 
swamp, and with a winchester and abun- 
dant ammunition in his possession. 

The party approached to within 300 yards 
of the hiding place of the fugitive, when 
the deputy sheriff was brought to a halt 
by a shot from the gun in the hands of 
Dampier. The deputy and his men decided 
to wait until the ammunition was exhust- 
ed, and took their position behind trees in 
the neighborhood. 

The deputy in a petition addressed to the 
governor stated that the fusilade from 
Dampier’s gun was so hot that it would 
have meant death to any one of the party 
who approached nearer to the cabin. 

While the posse was waiting back of the 
house another party came on the scene, 
consisting of one G. W. Hall and two com- 
panions. The new arrivals came from the 
same direction as the sheriff and his posse, 
and passed by them within hailing distance, 
but, thinking nothing evidently of the aim 
of Dampier, proceeded on to the cabin. 

Within 100 yards from the house Hall 
states that his two companions balked and 
refused to progéeed@ to the capture, holding 


that the detention of the fugitive was a 
small matter compared with their safety. 
Hall proceeded on to the cabin alone, ac- 
cording to his statement, and marching 
half way around the house and directly in 
front of the fire from the window, as a 
map furnished by him for the information 
of the governor shows. r 

Hall states that he went in atthe front 
door, and covering Dampier, called on him 
to surrender. The fugitive came out, gave 
himself up thout hesitation, and is now 
serving a life sentence in the penitentiary. 

Regardless ‘of the fact that Hall brought 
the man out and turned him over to jus- 


$200 reward presented to the governor. The 
matter came to the attention of Governor 
Atkinson near the end of his administra- 
tion, but he was unable to decide the ques- 
tion at that time.

The fact that appeals to the credulity of 
the officials is that, while the capturer 
passed out into the open and across the 
range of fire from the window, that he came 
forth unscathed and lives to claim the 
reward.

WELL KNOWN IN MILITARY CIRCLES 


Captain of Gate City Guard—He Was 


One of the Most Distinguished 


% Officers in the City. 


Captain J. B. Hollis, well known as a 
Prominent figure in local military circles, 
died yesterday morning at 2:30 o’clock of 
consumption at Braidentown, Fla.; where 
he had gone for his health. 

He left Atlanta with his wife about four 


weeks ago and went to Florida, thinking ) 


that- the change might be beneficial. Pre- 
vious to leaving the city he had been con- 
fined to his home for nearly a year. His 
health began to fail about four years ago, 
and during that time his sufferings had 
been very acute. | 

His body is expected to arrive in this city 
this evening at 7:35 o'clock, and will prop- 
ably be met at the depot by members of 
the Gate City Guard. The funeral will be 
conducted from the late residence, 8 Wil- 
liams street, tomorrow afternoon and the 
interment will be at Oakland. 

At the time of his death, Captain Hollis 
was thirty-six years old. Sixteen years ago 
he married Miss Cora McDade, of this city. 
No children survive him. | 

On Wednesday his brother-in-law, C. W. 
McDade, left for his bedside, but arrived 
too late to find him alive. 

He aves his mother and two half broth- 
ers, D. B. and R. W. Hollis, all of this 
city, to mourn his death. 

For a number of years Captain Hollis had 
conducted an electrical supply house in At- 
lanta, and was prosperous in business. For 
the past few years he has been unable to 
personally superintend his business on ac- 
count of dill health. 

He was an Atlanta man, havin lived 
here all his life, and gained great promi- 
nence on account of his official positions in 
local military circles. Tie was noted for his 
knowledge of military tactics and was con- 
sidered an authority on subjects pertaining 
to military matters.

WAS CAUGHT AFTER 
YEARS OF FREEDOM 


Monroe Certhan Was at Liberty for 
- . Seven Years. 


HE WAS ARRESTED YESTERDAY 


He Shot His Father-in-Law Near Bol- 
ton, on the Chattahoochee. 


CORTHAN WILL BE PLACED ON TRIAL 


Acknowledges He Shot His Father-in- 
Law, but Contends That Shooting 
Was Justifiable. 


After evading the officers of the law for 
more than seven years, Munroe Corthan, 
a negro man, Was arrested yesterday af- 
ternoon by Patrolman S. S, Shepard, of 
the upper Decatur street beat, and will an- 
swer to the charge of assault with intent 
to murder. Corthan shot his father-in-law 
at the jJatter’s home, near Bolton, in 1892, 
and unti] his arrest yesterday was a fugi- 
tive. ‘ 

He reached Atlanta yesterday mornin 
from Macon and during the afternoon went 
to Decatur street, where the was found in 
a saloon by Patrolman Shepard shortly 
after 5 o’clock. Corthan admits that he 
shot his father-in-law, but says that the 
assault was justifiable. He says he ran 
away because he was unwilling to remain 
in jail long enough to await trial. 

He is now thirty-eight years of age. His 
case was investigated by the grand jury 
directly after the shooting; and a true bill 
found, His case will be called at the next 
term of the superior court.

Sources from Which the Desirable 
Product Is Obtained. 


From The Yale Review. 

The tim used in the tin plate industry 
comes from several sources. The best of 
these is fotnd in Australia and the straits 
settlements. The latter furnish the most 
desirable tin, known as Banca tin. This 
is regarded as the purest, and is in conse- 
quence mor@ sought after by the manufac- 
turers of tin plate. The Cornwell mines 
were discovered about 5 B. C., and-for 
twelve centuries were the one source of 
this mineral. In 1240 tin was found in Bo- 
hemia. Five hundred years later, in 1760, 
the Banca mines were opened. 


1872 tin has been found in 
quantities in New South Wales, 
land and Tasmania.

The 
total product of the mine was 269,000 pounds 
of tin, valued at $56,000. The Harney Peak 
mine is the story of another futile attempt 
to get tin in commercial quantities. The 
Harney Peak, as it is familiarly called, is 
situated near Custer City, S. D. A great 
deal of money has been spent in the devel- 
opment of this mine, but it is doubtful if 
more than ten tons of Metal have been 
taken out of the ground. The English can- 
italists were also heavily interested in this 
attempt. In Alabama, North Carolina and 
Virginia tin bearing rock has been found. 
In no sense can the United States be re- 
garded as a tin-producing country.

Change for the better in the belt as re- 
gards weather conditions, rather the con- 
trary being the case.

With the northwest still in 
the grasp of the severest cold wave 6ver 
recorded, the indications were that the en- 
tire country would experience low tempera- 
ture, with snow and sleet in certain por- 
tions, for several days to come. During the 
past few days Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, South Carolina and North Caro- 
lina have chiefly suffered from the adverse 
weather, and ali farm work, picking, and in 
some instances marketing, has been abin- 
doned, pending a radical change. Im re- 
viewing the srtuation of the past few 
days, a weli-known iocal commission house 
writes: “It is idle to suppose that weather 
of such severity has not done a great deal 
of damage. On the contrary, the damage 
has been immense and widespread. Cafretul 
students of the situation, men of very ex- 
tensive connections here and abroad, who 
have every reason to look into the situation 
carefully with a view of getting at the 
exact truth, admit frankly that their views 
in regard to the size of the ciup have un- 
dergone a radical change. That is, men 
who once sincerely believed that the crop 
‘was 12,000,000 bales, now frankiy concede 
that it is not likely 
bales. They are not enthusiasts, being 
neither bulls nor bears, properly speaking. 
They are simply conservative cotton mer- 
chants, who wish to find out the truth and 
govern themselves accordingly. They be- 
lieve that fully 1,000,000 bales of cotton 
have been destroyed in the fields within 
the last six or eight weeks by rain, sleet, 
snow and abnormally ¢old weather.”’

World’s Visible Supply of Cotton. 


New Orleans, La., February 17.—Secretary 
Hester’s statement of the world’s visible 
supply of cotton, made up from especial 
cables and telegraphic advices, compares 
the figures of this week. with last week, 
last year and in 1895, tthe latter the 9,901,000 
crop year. It shows a decrease for the 
week just closed of 166,124 bales, against a 
decrease of 49,314 last year and a decrease 
of 21,739 in 1895. 

The total visible is 4,747,935, against 4,914,- 
059 last week, 4,411,196 last year and 4,826,045 
in 18958. Of this the total of American cot- 
ton is 4,457,935, against 4,617,059 last week, 
4,162,196 last year and 4,496,845 in 1895, and of 
all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, In- 
dia, etc., 290,000, against 297,000 last week, 
249,000 last year and 329,200 in 1895. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week 
of 166,124 bales, an increase compared with 
last year of 336,379 and a decrease compar- 
ed with 1895 of 78,110. 


Weekly Cotton Crop Statement. 


New. Orleans, Febryary i7.—Secretary 
Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton ex- 
change statement, issued before the close 
of business today, shows a decrease in the 
movement into sight compared with the 
seven days ending this date last year in 
round figures of 127,000, a decrease under 
the same period year before last of 11,000 
and a decrease under the same time in 
1895. of 50,000. 

For the seventeem days of February the 
totals show a decrease under last year 
of 266,000, an increase over the same period 
year before last of 12,000, and a decrease 
under 1895 of 34,000. ;

‘I‘he average 
weekly production thus indicated was about 
1,000 tons greater in January than in De- 
cember, ang the unsold stocks were re- 
duced 43,671 tons in January, against 37,449 
in December, so that the apparent con- 
sumption in manufacturing was in January 
1,110,079 tons, against 1,098,176 in December. 
The stoppage of several furnaces for neces- 
sary repairs at. a time when the demand is 
most pressing has caused some fear of 
famine, although quite a number of other 
furnaces have started ‘since February ist, 
or are about to start. Pig iron has ad- 
vanced, but the largest consumption ever 
recorded in any month is in part due to the 
hasty’ purchases of products about to: be 
controlied or advanced in price by a com- 
bination. There are so many of those in 
the iron and steel industry that the pres- 
ent market does not clearly indicate the 
Magnitude of demand, and. disappointment 
in some branches is not improbable. But 
the rise of $1 in steel rails with the entire 
capacity of all works ‘engaged until after 
July ist, is not unnatural, nor the strength 
in plates for which the legitimate demand 
is beyond all precedent, and the same is 
true of bars, the quantity required for cars, 
railway and agricultural implement works 
being enormous. In pipe the association 
lifted prices 5 per cent with a heavy order 
from Indiana gas works, as does the. ex- 
pected combination in sheets. 

“No ficticious demand _has caused the 
rise in grain, for the exports continue so 
heavy in wheat and corn that the advance 
of 3%4c in wheat is abundantly justified, 
and the rise of %c in corn seems scarcely 
enough for the oceasion. Atlantic. exports 
have been retarded by the blizzard, but 
have been *2,265,715 bushels, flour included, 
against 3,142,057 last year and for the crop 
year thus far tae exports, incliiding. flour, 
have been 155,787,740 bushels, against 143,- 
714,142 last. year. When it is remembered 
that the exports of corn are almost as 
large as the largest ever known, there is 
reason for astonishment at the continued 
foreign demand. That it persists in spite 
of the strong advance in prices here since 
September ist is most encouraging. It is 
obviously impossible to judge how far it 
may go. 

‘“‘Nor does the foreign demand for cotton 
abate, though the price has again been 
raised 3-l6c during the past week. The 
exports have decreased some, but the con- 
trolling factor is that a remarkable shrink- 
age in receipts from plantations appears to 
indicate a smaller yield than has hitherto 
been expected. It should be remembered 
that the receipts have been greatly hinder- 
ed of late by bad weather, and when it 
passes away they are likely to logk- large, 
as they now look small, but snoW in New 
Orleans also means failure tojsave and 
market some cotton which mig otherwise 
be saved. The heavy dema for goods 
helps to advance prices justafow, although 
no assurance can be given the declin- 
ing prices will not presently eck that 
demand. 

“There is much more inquiry for wool 
and the manufacturers have a larger de- 
mand for heavy weight goods, but claim 
that they cannot pay prices now demand- 
ed for wool. Sales at the three chief mar- 
kets were 6,160,200 pounds, whigh is about 
the weekly consumption, with eastern mills 
well employed. 

“The minor metals have been running 
weaker with -a reaction in London, al- 
though the industries ‘have shown no abate- 
ment of demand in this country, and the 
rise in prices here is- largely due to in- 
creased consumption.

were beautiful in their womanliness and 
now and then she indulged in refreshing 
bits of humor. She stated her position 
clearly, saying that woman's influence had } 
always Leen a recognized power, that priv- 
ileges, liberties and opportunities surround- 
ed ‘her on all sides, and that she had but to 
make use of what she had to acquire invin- 
cible power. She referred to. the influence 
of woman in the home, which was the cen- 
ter from which all power emanated, and 
stated that\a proper appreciation of this 
fact should appal woman with her frespon- 
sibility as it is, instead of tempting her to 
call for more in the ballot. 

“I cannot see why the cry of wofman 
should be continually, ‘Make us equal to 
man!’ ‘Make us equal to man,’ when every- 
body knows that from the very beginning 
God make woman supé¢rior to man.” At 
this statement Mrs. Romare met with ap- 
plause and merry laughter from Loth af- 
firmatives and negatives. 

She concluded with an argument convinc- 
ing her hearers of how much jnfluence 
could be wielded by one good woman. 

Miss Alice Baxter indorsed the speech of 
Mrs, Romare and embodied in her talk in 
favor of influence the thought of “home 
first, home last, home always.” 

Mrs. §. E. Gabbett declared herself on the 
side of influence, in reading an article she 
had written several years ago, condemning 
the suffrage movement and the personnel 
vf the women espousing that cause. 

Mrs. Leonora Beck Ellis spoke ably in 
behalf of woman’s influence, declaring that 
with this she was a power, but that if she 
acquired the ballot she lost this power she 
always had and always would exercise. 

Mrs. Heber Reed told an interesting 
story of thow she had Won votes by “in- 
fluence,” and stated that she believed that 
was woman’s power. 

An incredulous member suggesting ehe 
had heard Mrs. Reed express herself other- 
wise previously, was called to order and 
the ladies believing in the power of the 
ballot were given the floor. 

“A vote is the decided expression of an 
opinion on one gide or the other of a ques- 
tion,’’ said Mrs. John C. Reed. ‘‘Men state 
Women are entitled to their opinions and 
the expression of them, but that is all. Not 
until women are enabled to drop that opin- 
ion in the ballot box will they have ac- 
quired the greatest power that could be in 
th ir hands. 

hen, indeed,’”” said Mrs. Reed, ‘could 
that sacrednéss and sanctity of the home 
of which Mrs. Romare thas spoken be ex- 
tended from the home into the community 
~—into the universe. A mother carefully 
watches over and tends her child to his 
seventh year in the home, and then she is 
told that she has nothing more to say as 
to the laws that govern his education and 
his future citizenship, the home and the 
community then being separated. ] 

“Far -from the ballot degrading woman,” 

said, Mrs. Reed, ‘‘woman will uplift the bal- 
lot.’ 

. Mrs. “fhirkield, recognized from the floor, 
_agreed with the Member who said: ‘‘Home 
first, home alwys, home forever.” 

“There is no’'nobler mission on earth than 
that of making and keeping a home; there 
is no diviner, more responsible work than 
that of motherhood. I would not have the 
use of the ballot weaken the love of home 
or draw-away-the youth from home life. 
But. for the sake of the ‘home, to shieid its 
purity and protect the little ones as they 
leave the fireside, 1 believe that the bal- 
lot in woman’s hand exerts a greater power 
than influerce. 

‘“Seme women have rare ability, rare op- 
portunity to exert their influence over the 
voters, but we must think of the average 
women, the larger company. All are not 
mothers, all are hot wives, all are not edau- 
cated, all have not spcial prestige, all are 
not brilliant and have to use to the full 
extent their influence The responsibility 
of the ballot would place in their hands the 
greatest gilft of American citizenship. 

“Women read, think, study and greatly 
use their influence,’’ continued Mrs. Thir- 
kield, -‘“‘when it will tell. I would always 
favor the educational qualification, and then 
the ballot would arouse women to action. 
Combined influence is great, but it is hard 
to awaken the masses to this need and gain 
this power. 

“There may be cranks and fanatics on the 
ballot side; there are extremes on both. I 
know some extreme housekeepers, some 
women who have left little ones mother- 
less because of their extreme worry and 
work in the keeping of the house. Frances 
Williard stands as our uncrowned queen of 
America, never unwomanly, never losing 
her mother heart, and yet helieving that 
the ballot has greater power than influence. 

“In educational and temperance lines, 
woman may plead and protect; but, as she 
quietly and timidly drops in the little paper 
casting her vote for purity and righteous- 
ness, she exerts an untold power for 
good,”’ 

Following Mrs. Thirkield, a prominent 
mémber of the club indorsed her expres- 
sions in one of the strongest arguments of 
the morning, concluding by quoting Gover- 
nor Thomas, of Colorado, and ex-Governor 
Adams, of Colorado, both upholding woman 
and the ballot, and which opinions will be 
published tomorrow in full. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley in closing the debate 
was compelled, as she said, “to make the 
heart-rending announcement that neither 
side had stuck strictly to the question. The 
side of influence, she said, had argued that 
women not only had influence, but’ dead 
loads of it,’ that they could use it if they 
knew how; and that that influence would be 
weakened by the ballot. 

The side of the ballot had proven what a 
vote meant, that women had failed to use 
the influence .they had as a power; that 
where suffrage was, woman had done good 
work, and*that woman at the ballot would 
be respected.

— was 28 to 8 in favor of the ballot

it was. a significant fact that during the 
entire debate not‘-a woman acknowledged 
openly she wanted to vote, and not a wo- 
man acknowledged that if she could vote 
she would not"do it.

DECLARE IT WOULD 
HURT HIGH SCHOOL 


Interesting Debate at Woman's 
Club Yesterday—Mrs. Stet- 
son Will Lecture Tues- 
day Night—Social 
News. 


One of the most important features of 
the meeting of the Atlanta Woman’s Club 
yesterday morning was the resolution 
unanimously passed by the club, protesting 
against the proposed abolishment of the 
business department of the Girls’ High 
school. 

The subject was introduced in a short 
and able talk by Mrs. W. B. Lowe, in which 
she said that the interests of the young 
women of the city would be effected by 
the proposed change, which would deprive 
a large number of them the opportunity 
of obtaining a business education or one 
calculated to enable them to be self-sup- 
porting. She believed that the movement 
to do away with the business department 
would be a step backward in the history of 
the high ool. 

Mrs. J C. Reed endorsed the expres-. 
sions of Mrs, Lowe in a short but forceful 
address, in which she said she thought 
that domestic training could be acquffed to 
@ great extent in the home and that the 
average young woman imbibed a knowledge 
of domestic training, together with the 
other branches of training that were 
taught within the home and by the mother. 
, Mrs. Samuel Wilkes, Mrs. W. P. Patillo 
and Mrs. Paul Romare suggested that while 
protesting against the abolishment of the 
business department of the high school, 
thé club: should recommend the introduc- 
tion of industrial training in the public 
schools as soon-’as such a thing were pos- 
sible. 

Mrs. John King Ottley expressed her ap- 
proval of this suggestion, stating that in- 
dustrial training should be established pri- 
marily in the grammar schools. Mrs. Ot- 
tley’s suggestion was put in the form of a 
motion and the secretary of the club au- 
thorized to communicate the sentiment of 
that body formally and in writing to the 
board of education. 

, The protest against the proposed change 
in the Higa school as coming from a body 
of women representing a membership of 
_ 300, most of whom are the mothers of chil- 
dren who are attending or have attended 
the public schools, will necessarily be an 
impfessive one in the minds of the board 
of education. 

At the conclusion of this matter, the 
éHair recognized Mrs. Julia Iverson Patton, 
who, on behalf of the proposed organization 
of th@@etenographers’ union, asked the co- 
operation of the club women in the move- 
ment. 

On* a motion unanimously adopted asd 
club rooms were tendered through Mrs. 
Patton to the members of the proposed 
union, as a place of organization. Mrs. 
Ottley, in reference to the statement that 
one of the objects of the union was to have 
a reference library, proposed that the At- 
lanta Woman's Club present to the new 
organization a neucleus for their library in 
a number of books at present in the cir- 
culating library of the club. Her proposi- 
tion put in the form of a motion was 
adopted. 

Mrs. W. P. Patillo annotmced that. Dr. 
Ephraim Smith had at certain hours of 
the day a free clinic for the poor, and that 
any member of the club indorsing the name 
af a patient warranted his receiving at- 
tention at the hours designated. 


The announcement made that Mrs. Char- 
lotte Perkins Stetson would lecture at the 
club Tuesday night was received with en- 
thusiastic applause, the mémbers realizing 
the great pleasure of having in their midst 
that celebrated woman. .A generous im- 
pulse of the club was the decision rendered 
that no admittance be charged to the lec- 
ture, but that the club members be privil- 
eged to invite their friends, and as many as 
the club rooms would capacitate.

PLEADS 


NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN 
STILL IN SESSION. 


Mrs. Ellen M. Putnam Says Woman’s 
Work Will Produce Political 
Millennium. 


—_ 


Washington, February 17.—At today’s ses- 
sion of the National Council of Women, 
Mrs. Ellen M. Putnam, of Oxford, N. Y., 
delivered an address making a strong plea 
for higher patriotism. She said no star in 
the crown of the nineteenth century will 
Shine greater than woman’s work and wo- 
men’s progress, and that it was left to the 
American women to bring about a political 
millenium. 

Notwithstanding the advance of woman 
into trade, medicine, law dnd every. walk 
of life, women had not neglected their 
peculiar charge, the home, over whose 
sanctity they stood a firm and constant 
guard. She pleaded for legislation to stem 
the tide of immigration. 

“We are most dishonestly served,” she 
said, “and we know it. Public corruption 
now has reached a point where it does 
not shock us, and we are jealous to the sale 
of seats in the senate,”’ 

A general discussion of various recom- 
mendations made by the president of the 
re regarding the council cabinet fol- 


A paper which was warmly received was 
that of Mrs. Emma R. Wallace, of Chicago, 
past president of the Oman’s Relief 
Corps. This corps, she said, was the larg- 
est organization of women in the world, 
whose chief corner stone was patriotism. 
She recounted briefly what it had accom- 
plished. Simce the formation of the organ- 
ization sixteen years ago she had spent for 
relief work and turned over to the G. A. R, 
pests $1,622,150, and it expends annually for 
these purposes $150,000. For the soldiers in 
the Spanish war the organization raised 
$17,000 in cash and $6,000 worth of suppiies.

And finally I 
gave up in despair, and went to my brother, 
who had come over two years before, and 
told him I was going back to France—that 
there was no use in My endeavoring to 
learn English—I couldn't do it. 

“He laughéd at me, and said it would 
dawn on me when.I least expected it. And 
that is exactly the way it did—dawned on 
me. I was walking along the street two 
days later, when a man ‘just in front of me 
called to an aequaintance across the street. 
in his salutation I, for the first time, heard 
individual words. -And from then on I ac- 
quired the lariguage with a rapidity that 
was marvelous to myself.” 

‘‘That,” said one of the listeners, “is an 
exact parallel to my experience in learning 
Spanish. For weeks I vainly tried to pick 
out the words, Then, I found myself able

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FIRED SEVEN SHOTS 
ATTHELAUNDRYMAN 


Attempt To Murder Lee Sam Last 
Night. 


THREE NEGROES MADE ASSAULT 


The Negroes First Attempted To Rob 
the Chinaman. 


ENTIRE NEIGHBORHOOD HAS AROUSED 


After Firing Seven Shots at Celestial 
the Would-Be Murderers Made 
Good Their Escape. 


A desperate attempt to murder Lée Sam, 
a Chinaman doing business at the corner 
of Pulliam and Fair streets, was made 
last night, but after firing seven ehots at 
the celestial the would-be murderers were 
frightened off and succeeded in making 
their escape befoue the patrolman on that 
beat could be notified, 

It was one of the most daring silbenots 
at murder which has océurred in this 
city in some time. The attempt was made 
shortly after .11 o’clock and the sounds 
of the shote aroused the entire neighbor- 
hood. When Officers Wells and Chandier 
arrived on the scene they found a large 
crowd at the laundry of the Chinaman, 
while that individual could hardly be in- 
duced to disentangle himself from. shirts 
and collars with which he had become 
mixed when he crawled under his counver. 

The attempt at murder was made by 
three negroes who are entirely unknoWn 
to’ the police authorities. The Chinaman 
could give no description of the negroes 
and it is probable that the men will never 
be caught, asthe policemen who are work- 
ing the case have absolutely no clew upon 
which to begin work. 

Last night about 10 o’clock three negroes 
walked into the laundry of Joe Wing, cor- 
ner Pryor and Garnett gtreets, and tried 
to’ find his cash drawer. The celestial, 
however, discovered their intentions be- 
fore they svcceeded in finding his money, 
and after calling for aid succeeded in driv- 
ing the negroes out of his: place of busi- 
ness, 

It is probable that they would have at- 
tempted to murder him had it not been 
that persons were passing along the street 
and. had they fired at Wing they would wn- 
Coubtedly have been caught. It is believed 
that they are the same negroes who) af- 
terwards attempted to murder Dee Sam. 

When they reached the place -of the 
latter Chinaman they at once drew their 
pistols, each negro béing suppiied with 
one, and advised the celestial, who was 
aiready thoroughly frightened, to give up 
tis cash. without making trouble. Thig he 
refused to do and began to call for aid, 
but thé first word was hardly out of 
bis mouth before one of the negroes opened 
tire. 

Les Sam stopped his cries for help ani 
made a dive for his counter, where h 
crawled into @ mass of collars, cuffs and 
ghirts. The negroes were not satisfied with 
seeing their victim desist from calling for 
aid, but opened fire on him through the 
thin boards constituting the facing of the 
counter, and they pumped lead at the 
Chinaman wntil seven shots had been 
fired. 

The sound of the firing aroused J. P. 
Smith, who has a store on the corner of 
Pulliam and Fair streets, and who lives 
with his family thead, He at once 
arose and called to tie Chinaman that he 
was coming to aid him. The negroes heard 
Mr. Smith coming down the stairs and 
made off as fast as. possible. 

Mr. Smith was joined by a number of 
neighbors who had been aroused by the 
sound of the firing, and a search was in- 
atituted for the three negroes, but they 
had already escaped and no trace of them 
could be found. In the meantime Patrol- 
men Wells and Chandler, who are on the 
beat, were called, and they continued the 
search for the would-be robbers, but with- 
out success. 

The police authorities have been notified 
to keep a lookout for the negroes and every 
effort will be made to apprehend them.

Railway Company, Mr. Forrest Adair; for 
the Consolidated, Mr. Walter H. Harrison, 
and Assistant City Engineer W, T. B. Wil- 
son has been chosen as the third ap- 
praiser by the representatives of the two 
systems of railway. 

The hearing this morning will be an 
interesting one. It will be conducted the 
same as @ court hearing and the three 
appraisers will sit as judges over the evi- 
dence which will be presented.

The bill filed yesterday gives a history of 
the chert road. It alleges that the road 
has been a thoroughfare for a long period, 
since the founding of Atlanta, and says 
that the chert which was placed there by 
the county commissioners a few years ago 
was put down at an enormous expense. 

It is alleged that the mayor and council 
of .Oakland have no authority over the 
road and no legal right to grant a fran- 
chise. On this ground the mayor and coun- 
cil are made a party tothe bill, It is claim- 
ed that the county board has never given 
the town jurisdiction over that part of 
the road within the limits of Oakland. 

It is stated that in the early part of ihis 
month a franchise was granted, and that 
one of the conditions was that the Consoli- 
dated should widen the road five feet be- 
fore beginning work to lay its tracks. It 
is claimed that this condition has not Deen 
carried out. 

It is alleged that the county commission- 
ers have never given the Consolidated the 
right to run over the road and that the 
Charter of the town of Oakland does not 
give the council ef that place the authority 
to grant a franchise. 

It is further asserted that if a car.line is 
constructed on the chert road it will prove 
very injurious to the road. The hearing 
on Thursday morning will prove an inter- 
esting one.

In Regard to Professor Andres. 


What truth is there in the report that 
the remnants of Andree's balloon have been 
found in Siberia together with the bodies 
of the voyagers? Cc. P. H. 

Atlanta, Ga. 

There is little reason to believe that the 
discoveries made in Siberia are those of 
the wrecks in question. In brief, the story 
is that some of the natives of the Taimur 
peninsular found a hut composed of can- 
vas and cordage, the bodies of three men 
and a number of mathematical instruments, 
with the uses of which they were unfamil- 
iar. Andree left Dane’s Point July 11, 1897, 
sailing on a wind bearing him directly to- 
ward the pole. From that day to this there 
have been rumors and reports of the Arc- 
tic aeronaut, most of them resting upon 
no stable foundation. Two, however, are 
worth crediting. One was the carrier pig- 
eon message, dated two days ‘after the de- 
parture, but conveying no valuable infor- 
mation, except that the balloon was going 
eastward. , The other report was from na- 
tives in Siberia, who saw a large balloon 
pass far overhead. The pigeon message 
showed that the balloon had gone in two 
days but two and a half degrees toward 
the pole. The balloon then wag just about 
the point readhed by Parry long years ago. 
Commenting upon the point wheré the bal- 
loon was reported to have been found, The 
New York Tribune says: 

“Now we do not yet know the exact lo- 
cation of the spot where the Tunguses have 
“made their ghastly discovery. The Tai- 
mur peninsula fs the northernmost part 
of Asia, and is of great extent, reaching 
from the Kamennoi Ostrow, in longitude 
84 east, to Preobrashenia Ostrow, in longi- 
tude 113 east. Its northern extremity is 
Cape Chelyuskin, in latitude 77:40 uorth, 
and it may be reckoned to extend south- 
ward to about the seventy-first parallel. 
Wherever in this region the voyagers land- 
ed, therefore, if so they did, their course 
must have been deflected from due north 
to the east and south, That is ta say, they 
traveled on a Hine néarly parallel with that 
of the drift of the Fram, but four or five 
degrees southwest from it, and in the op- 
posite direction.

PERKINS CASE IN 
SUPREME COURT 


Bill of Exceptions Was Filed with Clerk 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


TO BE ARGUED ON MARCH 8TH 


Injunction Asked by Plaintiff Was De- 
nied by Judge Candler. 


CASE ORIGINALLY CREATED SENSATION 


Perkins Seeks To Prevent Reorganiza- 
tion of Atlanta Railway Co. and To 
Take Away New Franchises. 


———— 


The case of T. P, Perkins against the At- 
lanta Railway Company has been taken to 
the supreme court. The briefs and bill of 
exceptions was filed with the clerk of the 
court yesterday afternoon. 

The case was set for a hearing on March 
8th, and at that time the lawyers will ap- 
pear before the judges of the supreme court 
and argue the case, ; 

This case is now well known. The facts 
are very unusual, and at the time they 
came out and the bil for injunction was 
first filed it create@°a sensation. In the 
bill Perkins,-who is a stockholder and 
bendholder, asks the court to restrain the 
officers of the Atlanta Railway Company 
from accepting the recently granted fran- 
chises which have been given by the city, 
and to permanently enjoin them from in- 
creasing the capital stock and issuing more 
bonds. He says that the amount of prop- 
erty upon which he holds bonds and the 
amount of stock which he owns will be 
materially lessened in value if more are 
issued. 

Judge Candler heard the case about a 
month ago, and refused to grant the in- 
junction. The hearing consumed about 
two days. The affidavits of the officers of 
both companies and many expert engineers 
were read to the court, and the decision was 
based on these and the law argued in the 
case. 

At the time the bill was filed it was al- 
leged by the attorneys for the Atlanta 
Railway Company that a competing line 
inspired the injunction suit, and an effort 
was made to show motive on the part of the 
Consolidated to stop the work of extensions 
which the defendant road had attempted. 

It was claimed by the Atlanta Railway 
Company that Joel Hurt, R. J. Lowry and 
W. C. Sanderg, stockholders in the Con- 
solidated, were behind the suit brought by 
Perkins. 

It is expected that the case will be 
terminated in the supreme court in a short 
time. It will be fought to the bitter end, 
and it is probable that it will be taken to 
the United States supreme court before a 
final settlement is reached.

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It is an inevitable necessity that all of 
life cannot be bright and happy.

Are Enemies of Rattlesnakes. 


From The New York Press. 

The two greatest enemies of the rattle- 
snake are the blacksnake and the hog. 
The rattlesnake is slow and sluggish in 
movement, while the blacksnake is intense- 
ly rapid. The latter wil) circle around his 
foe and with a sudden dart grasp the ven- 
omous reptile by the neck, so that it has 
no chance to use its poisonous fangs, and 
quickly squeeze it to death. A hog, espe- 
cially if fat, suffers no danger from the 
rattlesnake. He will march boldly up to 
the coiled reptile, allow himself to be 
struck in his jowls once, twice or three 
times, as the case may be, and wil] then 
calmly proceed to swallow the reptile with- 
out concern. The reason for the hog’s im- 
munity is due to the fact that the blood 
vessels are so minute and infrequent on 
his cheeks, where fat is predominant, that 
they fail to take up the poison and carry 
it through the porcine system. Hogs have 
been used in droves to clear some of the 
islands of the southern seas of poisonous 
reptiles, and have proved successful. 

By remembering two simple facts any 
one can distinguish a poisonous serpent 
from a harmless one. The venomous rep- 
tile invariably possesses a triangularly 
shaped head and a blunt nose, while his 
tail is correspondingly blunt and stubby. 
Any snake that tapers smoothly from the 
middle of its body to the tip of its nose 
and to the tip of its tail as well, growing 
slender in a gradual and regular manner, is 
absolutely devoid of venom.
